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Status  Of  The  Sesquicen

FOUR  YEARS  ago  Ohio  University  completed 
the  largest  fund  dri\-e  in  its  histoiy  as  the 
climax  of  its  one  himdred  and  fiftieth  anniversary. 
The  Sesquicentennial  Scholarship  Fund,  financed 
by  alumni,  students,  faculty  and  friends  of  the 
Uni\-ersity  had  reached  a  pledged  total  of  $401,917. 

This  month  the  first  13  students  to  receive 
sesquicentennial  scholarships  are  graduating.  The 
financial  assistance  they  received  in  their  fresh- 
man year  represented  the  money  returned  from 
earliest  contributions  to  the  special  fund  dri\e. 

With  contributions  placed  in  the  Irreducible 
Debt  Fund  of  the  state  as  they  came  into  the  Uni- 
versity, the  number  of  scholarships  provided  by  the 
six  percent  interest  has  shown  a  steady  climb. 

Today,  with  nearly  all  Sesquicentennial 
Scholarshi])  Fund  pledges  completed,  80  Ohio  Uni- 
versity freshmen  are  benefiting  from  the  special 
drive.  More  than  200  students  have  reaped  a 
scholastic  harvest  from  the  seeds  sown  in   1954. 

When  all  pledges  are  fulfilled  and  full  interest 
realized,  scholarships  will  be  pro\ided  each  and 
every  year  as  long  as  there  is  an  Ohio  University. 
The  3884  contributions  which  more  than  doubled 
the  "impossible"  goal  set  for  the  sesquicentennial 
campaign  iiave  become  pemianent  iuel  for  the 
steady  acceleration  of  higher  education's  forward 
dri\e. 

What  does  this  mean  to  the  students  and 
alumni  of  Ohio  University? 

Last  July  a  report  by  President  Eisenhower's 
Committee  on  Education  Beyond  the  High  School 
stated:  "Talented  young  people  are  the  most 
\aluable  national  resource.  The  loss  both  in  human 
and  social  terms  that  results  from  failure  to  iden- 
tify, inspire  and  assist  able  young  people  to  turther 
education  and  training  is  incalculable." 

Striking  statistics  compiled  by  the  committee 


reveal  that  a  youth  who  is  academically  in  the 
lower  half  of  his  graduating  class  in  high  school, 
and  whose  family  income  is  $9000  or  more,  is  more 
likely  to  go  to  college  than  a  youth  in  the  upper 
fourth  of  his  class  and  in  a  family  with  income  of 
less  than  $5000. 

Today  the  importance  of  encouraging  out- 
standing high  school  students  to  go  into  higher 
education  has  been  established  by  crisis  after  crisis. 
There  remains  veiy  little  opposition  to  the  precept 
that  both  the  indi\idual  and  society  gain  from  such 
a  student's  education. 

Thus  the  value  of  scholarship  giving  grows 
stronger  with  the  ever  increasing  importance  of 
university  training.  Money  such  as  that  contri- 
buted through  the  Sesquicentennial  Scholarship 
Fund  drive  is  not  a  forgotten  benefit  of  the  past, 
but  an  active  instrument  of  continuing  progress. 

Through  the  able  leadership  of  Professor 
Albert  C.  Gubitz,  dean  of  the  OU  Branches, 
who  served  as  chainnan  of  the  sesquicentennial 
drive,  special  wishes  of  scholarship  donors  have 
been  conscienciously  carried  out. 

Scholarship  recipients  have  responded  with 
an  average  freshman  grade  average  of  2.9  com- 
]jared  with  2.2  for  all  first  year  students. 

Ohio  University,  its  alumni  and  its  friends 
can  be  justly  proud  of  the  lasting  contribution 
which  commemorated  its  150th  birthday.  Only  10 
percent  of  the  total  pledge  remains  outstanding 
today,  and  this  money  is  continuing  to  come  into 
the  fund. 

^\'ith  complete  fulfillment  of  pledge  payments 
in  sight,  a  beautiful  bronze  plaque,  designed  by 
artist  Dwight  Mutchler,  is  being  prepa'red  for  per- 
manent display  in  the  University  Center.  Since  the 
plaque   is   to   contain    names   of   all   persons   who

donated  $150  or  more  to  the  sesquicentennial  drive, 
it  has  been  held  in  abeyance  until  completion  of 
the  project,  so  that  no  name  will  be  overlooked. 
It  is  hoped  that  final  payments  will  be  made 
soon,  in  order  to  finish  work  on  the  plaque. 

Further  testimonial  to  the  magnificent  susqui- 
centennial  project  is  a  leather  bound  book,  bearing 
the  names  of  all  donors,  on  continuous  display  in 
the  Center. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  the  appreciation  ex- 
pressed by  some  of  the  graduating  Ohio  University 
seniors  who  have  been  among  the  benefactors  of 
sesquicentennial  scholarships. 

Joanne  Morton  was  undecided  about  college 
when  she  graduated  from  Portsmouth  High 
.School  in  1954.  "I  wanted  to  get  a  college  educa- 
tion to  become  a  teacher,"  she  explains  now,  "but 
financing  was  a  definite  problem  for  me.  When 
I  was  infomied  that  I  had  received  one  of  the 
sesquicentennial  scholarships  I  was  delighted.  Now 
I  am  more  appreciative  than  ever  for  the  boost 
that  started  me  in  college." 

The  record  achieved  by  Joanne  Morton  is  a 
gratifying  example  of  the  fund's  significance.  A 
member  of  three  honor  societies,  she  is  graduating 
with  an  accumulative  grade  average  of  3.66.  At 
the  Honors  Convocation  last  month  it  was  an- 
nounced that  she  has  been  chosen  to  receive  the 
Thomas  Cook  McCracken  scholarship  for  graduate 
work  in  education. 

Robert  A.  Olsen,  who  graduates  with  a  3.6 
average,  received  his  sesquicentennial  scholarship 
after  graduating  from  Springfield  Township  High 
.School  in  Akron.  "With  the  first  year  scholarship 
and  a  board  job  all  four  years,  as  well  as  a  position 
as  laboratory  assistant  my  last  year,  I  have  been 
able  to  help  myself   through  school,"   he  says.   A 


member  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa  and  Phi  Eta  Sigma 
honor  societies,  he  plans  to  return  to  Ohio  Uni- 
versity in  the  fall  to  pursue  graduate  work  in 
physics.  He  received  the  A.  A.  Atkinson  award  in 
physics  at  the  Honors  Convocation. 

Richard  Gardner,  a  matematics  major  who 
was  initiated  into  the  freshman  honor  society,  Phi 
Eta  Sigma,  while  on  his  sesquicentennial  scholar- 
ship, feels  that  the  help  he  received  in  his  first 
year  was  particularly  important.  "After  the  first 
year  a  student  has  a  good  idea  of  jobs  which  are 
available,  but  during  that  freshman  year  he  may 
not  feel  he  is  able  to  spare  the  extra  time.  To  me, 
that  makes  first  year  scholarships,  like  those  pro- 
vided by  the  sesquicentennial  drive,  extra  impor- 
tant." A  native  of  Toledo,  he  wants  to  teach 
mathematics  and  physics. 

Leeta  Contino  of  Conneaut  declares  flatly 
that  she  would  not  have  been  able  to  attend  college 
without  scholarship  help.  "The  sesquicentennial 
scholarship  made  the  difference  in  my  being  able 
to  come  to  Ohio  University,  and  since  then  I 
have  been  able  to  work  my  way  almost  entirely." 

Majoring  in  secretarial  studies,  Leeta  has 
achieved  a  3.2  average  while  holding  down  a,  board 
job  for  three  years,  the  last  year  of  which  she  was 
a  student  supei-visor,  and  taking  a  regular  turn  at 
dormitoi7  phone  duty.  She  also  has  served  as  vice 
president  and  president  of  the  Secretarial  Club, 
secretary  of  her  dormitory  and  vice  president  of 
Newman  Club.  One  of  her  brothers  is  a  sophomore 
at  the  University  this  year  and  another  plans  to 
enroll  in  September. 

Because  of  their  remarkable  records,  it  may 
be  difficult  to  believe  that  these  four  students  were 
chosen  at  random  from  the  13  graduating  seniors 
who  began  their  studies  on  sesquicentennial 
scholarships.  Nevertheless,  such  is  the  case. 
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EVERY  NOW  and  then  state  universities  be- 
come targets  for  unwarranted  criticism  con- 
cerning expenditures  of  tax  money  for  buildings. 
One  of  the  most  frequent  laments  is  that  too  much 
of  the  state's  money  is  going  into  dormitories, 
physical  education  facilities  and  student  center 
buildings   instead   of   classrooms   and   laboratories. 

Should  any  of  these  critics  take  time  to  learn 
the  facts,  he  would  discover  that  his  statements 
are  not  merely  exaggerated.  They  are  100  per- 
cent wrong. 

The  tiTith  is,  the  last  Ohio  University  dormi- 
tory which  was  constiaicted  with  state  funds  was 
the  first  section  of  Lindley  Hall,  completed  in 
1915. 

Since  that  time  each  housing  unit  on  the 
campus,  including  the  ten  dorms  on  East  Green, 
Scott  Quadrangle,  Bryan  Hall  and  Voigt  Hall, 
has  been  financed  on  a  self-liquidating  basis. 
Money  bon-owed  for  its  construction  is  paid  back, 
with  interest,  through  the  rent  paid  by  students. 

As  many  alumni  know,  the  Ohio  University 
Center  was  envisioned  by  students  who  unselfishly 
established  a  fund  in  1947  for  a  beautiful  building 
they  themselves  would  never  enjoy  as  undergrad- 
uates. .Since  then  student  fees  have  continued  to 
pay  for  the  Center,  and  what  state  money  has 
gone  into  it  will  be  paid  back  en  toto. 

The  same  is  true  of  the  indoor  practice  build- 
ing which  houses  the  University's  new  ice  skating 
rink.  Even  though  it  plays  an  important  part  in 
the  University's  physical  education  program,  it  is 
being  financed  by  students  rather  than  state  ap- 
[)ropria.tions.  Money  has  been  contributed  by 
classes  and  student  oi-ganizations,  such  as  the 
Men's  Independent  Association  which  has  allo- 
cated money  from  its  tri-weekly  movie  program. 
Other  money  is  paid  from  receipts  gained  through 
admission  charges  to  the  rink. 

Even  Ohio  University's  football  stadium, 
constructed  in  1929,  has  never  cost  the  state  a 
cent.  Financed  through  land  trust  certificates,  it 
has  been  paid  for  by  ticket  sales. 

State  appropriations  are  going  to  die  class- 
room buildings  and  laboratories,  as  indeed  they 
should. 

It  is  also  significant  to  note  that,  through 
bond  indebtedness,  dormitories  and  other  build- 
ings financed  by  the  University  and  its  students 
e\entually  will  belong  to  the  State  of  Ohio. 

Armed  with  these  facts,  alumni  of  Ohio  Uni- 
versity can  help  set  the  record  of  state  financing 
straight  by  providing  information  when  the  sub- 
ject arises. 

AN  UNUSUAL  project  is  being  carried  out 
by  Mrs.  William  Ceperley  of  Denver.  Con- 
cerned over  the  fact  that  some  30  million  maga- 
zines are  destroyed  each  week  by  Americans,

OHIO  university's  second  largest  graduating  class  crossed 
the  stage  of  Memorial  Auditorium  on  June  8  to  receive 
degrees  and  diplomas  from  seven  college  deans. 

Through  a  freakish  twist  of  nature,  rain  forced  the  cere- 
monies indoors  at  the  last  minute  after  a  week  of  clear  skies. 
No  sooner  had  the  doors  of  the  auditorium  been  closed  than 
the  sun  emerged  again  to  shine  on  the  5500  vacant  chairs 
lining  the  College  Green. 

Commencement  Speaker  Ralph  M.  Besse,  executive  vice 
president  of  the  Cleveland  Electric  Illuminating  Company, 
defined  the  '"Disciplines  of  democratic  progress"  as  "work, 
self-reliance  and  wide-spread  participation  in  civic  affairs," 
urging  graduating  seniors  to  have  confidence  in  personal 
capacity  to  achieve  a  goal. 

Earlier  in  the  day  Baccalaureate  Speaker  Dr.  Harold 
L.  Yochum,  president  of  Capital  University,  addressed  the 
class,  using  the  theme  "The  Habitual  Vision  of  Greatness." 

The  186th  commencement  was  convened  by  John  W. 
Galbreath,  retiring  chaimian  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  the 
invocation  and  benediction  were  given  by  the  Rev.  John  G. 
Koontz  of  Athens.  Larry  Buckles,  president  of  the  graduation 
class,  gave  a  brief  farewell  address. 

Thirty-two  members  of  the  group  received  master's  de- 
grees and  25  were  awarded  two-year  associate  in  arts  diplomas. 
Fifty  who  received  bachelor's  degrees  also  were  commissioned 
in  the  Army  and  Air  Force  reserves. 

The  graduation  class  of  843  was  second  in  size  to  the 
1950  group  which  numbered  898.

DEDICATION 


IN  A  CEREMONY  vvhicli  will  be  remembered  as  one 
of  the  important  events  in  the  history  of  Ohio 
University,  a  beautiful  interdenominational  chapel 
was  dedicated  June  7  to  the  memory  of  Helen 
Mauck  Galbreath,  graduate  of  1919  who  died  in 
1946. 

A  gift  of  John  VV.  Galbreath  and  his  family, 
the  chapel  began  its  service  to  students,  alumni, 
faculty  and  friends  of  Ohio  University  with  the 
dedication  program  attended  by  some  200  persons. 
Included  among  the  guests  were  Ohio's  Governor 
C.  William  O'Neil  and  Senator  John  \V.  Bricker. 

The  Rev.  Roy  A.  Burkhart,  minister-emeritus 
of  the  First  Community  C'hurch,  Upper  .Arling- 
ton, presented  the  dedicatory  address.  Other 
speakers  were  President  John  C.  Baker;  Dr.  Harry 
B.  Crewson,  chaimian  of  the  Faculty  Advisory 
Council;  George  Voinovich,  retiring  president  of 
the  student  council;  Senator  Bricker;  and  Mr. 
Galbreath.  The  invocation  and  benediction  were 
given  by  Dr.  Troy  Organ,  professor  of  religion. 

Robert  Baker,  noted  organist  of  the  Fifdi 
Avenue  Presbyterian  Church  in  New  York  City, 
provided  music  for  the  dedication. 
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'  I  'o  KNOW  HELEN  MAUCK  GALBREATH  was  to  know  a  woman  in  whom  life  had  its 
amazing  fulfillment.  She  knev^  who  she  was,  living  by  giving  not  getting,  by 
caring  not  ignoring,  and  by  responsibleness.  She  was  herself  in  the  deepest  sense 
and  yet  she  was  totally  present  with  all  persons  with  whom  she  shared.  To  be  with 
her  was  to  be  one's  self.  She  had  every  reason  to  walk  a  special  path  of  privilege; 
yet  she  walked  the  open  road  with  every  person.  No  person  was  ever  barred  from 
her  heart.  She  was  so  real  that  to  see  her  children  is  to  see  her.  She  had  a  faith  for 
the  experience  we  call  death;  to  have  been  with  her  then  was  to  see  her  not  a  victim 
but  triumphant  in  the  ultimate  moment. 

And  now  as  we  stand  off  and  look  in  retrospect  we  who  knew  her  best  marvel  at 
the  excellence  of  her.  She  is  not  dead;  she  lives.  Rembrandt  once  said  to  a  friend 
who  gazed  at  one  of  his  pictures:  "You  must  stand  back  a  certain  distance."  We 
who  stood  close  saw  her  wholeness:  now,  looking  across  these  years,  we  see  even  a 
greater  realness  in  the  thought  of  her.  We  laughed  with  Iter,  saw  her  in  carefree 
moments,  in  the  high  moments  and  low,  saw  her  move  in  exclusive  circles  yet  keep 
her  heart  open  to  all  persons,  witnessed  her  excellence  in  the  bitter  cup  of  pain, 
drinking  it  even  with  a  song  in  her  heart. 

Today  we  re-live  the  reality  of  her  spirit,  we  stand  back  and  see  clearly  her  life 
lived  to  the  everlasting  inspiration  of  us  all  and  know  that  countless  others  will 
worship  here  in  the  quiet  light  of  eternity. 

There  was  a  chapel  in  the  heart  of  Helen  Mauck  Galbreath.  This  chapel  in  her 
name  is  now  dedicated  that  all  who  seek  knowledge  may  find  wisdom;  that  those 
who  rush  toward  their  destiny  as  if  it  will  not  wait,  may  find  a  sense  of  direction ; 
that  worshipping  here,  they  will  come  to  know  a  sanctuary  within  the  soul  of  each 
one  in  time  that  it  may  be  dedicated  in  the  soul  of  humanity.

University  Alumni  Association 
provides  that  "non  aJumni  who  have 
rendered  valuable  sei^vice  to  the  Uni- 
versity or  the  Association  may  be 
elected   to  honoraiT   membership." 

This  year,  officers  of  the  Associa- 
tion announced  the  election  of  a  man 
who  has  played  an  important  role 
in  the  physical  development  of  the 
University  during  its  greatest  ex- 
pansion, Luverne  F.  Lausche. 

A  native  of  Baraboo,  Wisconsin, 
Mr.  Lausche  worked  his  way  en- 
tirely through  the  fi\e  year  engineer- 
ing course  at  the  University  of  Wis- 
consin, graduating  with  high  honors 
in  1934.  While  at  Wisconsin  he  was 
a  member  of  the  varsity  track  squad, 
competing  in  the  hurdle  events. 

For  three  years  he  was  chief  engi- 
neer and  assistant  plant  manager  of 
Savidusky's,  Inc.,  of  Madison,  be- 
fore coming  to  Ohio  University  as 
assistant  chief  engineer  and  instruc- 


tor in  mechanical  engineering  in 
1937. 

In  his  21  years  at  Ohio  Univer- 
sity Mr.  Lausche  has  advanced  to 
supervising  engineer  in  1942  and 
business  manager  in  1951.  He  also 
has  received  academic  promotions 
to  assistant  and  associate  professor 
of  engineering. 

As  business  manager  he  has  su- 
pervised the  program  of  selecting 
locations  for  new  buildings,  checked 
construction  plans  and  approved  fin- 
al architects  drawings  as  the  campus 
has  expanded  to  meet  the  needs  of 
increasing  enrollments  in  recent 
years. 

A  registered  professional  engineer 
and  registered  architect  himself,  Mr. 
Lausche  works  closely  with  the  Board 
of  Trustees  in  planning  for  the  fu- 
ture of  the  University. 

Mrs.  Lausche  also  is  a  graduate  of 
the  University  of  Wisconsin.  They 
have  two  children,  Louis  and  Phyl- 
lis.

WARD  CAMPBELL  HALSTEAD, 
Experimental    Psychology

IN  THE  23  years  that  Dr.  Ward  C:ampbe!l  Halstead  has  been 
associated  with  the  University  of  Chicago,  the  former  OU  stu- 
dent has  achieved  international  prominence  in  the  field  of  experi- 
mental psychology.  Known  not  only  as  a  professor  and  author, 
he  also  has  been  a  regular  participant  in  world-wide  symposia.  Dr 
Halstead  went  to  Chicago  in  1935  after  receiving  his  A.  M.  degree 
from  Ohio  State  and  his  doctorate  from  Northwestern.  Beginning 
as  a  National  Research  Fellow  at  the  University  of  Chicago,  he  rose 
to  his  present  position,  professor  of  experimental  psychology  in  the 
Departments  of  Psychology  and  Medicine,  in   1946. 

During  World  War  II  he  was  engaged  in  essential  war  re- 
search in  altitude  psychophysiology  and  the  neuro-psychological 
effects  of  brain  injuries.  He  vvas  a  consultant  to  the  surgeon  gen- 
eral of  the  Army  from  1952  to  1954,  and  a  consultant  to  the  De- 
partment of  Navy  from  1953  to  1954.  At  the  present  time  he  is 
a  consultant  to  the  National  Institute  of  Neurological  Diseases  and 
Blindness  of  the  National  Institute  of  Health. 


DR.  BLAINE   R.  GOLDSBERRY, 
Service   to     Alma    Mater 

AN  ATHENS  physician  since  receiving  his  medical  degree  from 
Johns  Hopkins  University  in  1918,  Dr.  Blaine  Goldsbeny  ser- 
ved as  team  physician  of  the  Bobcat  football  team  for  27  years. 
Since  retiring  from  that  position  in  1951,  he  has  continued  to  sup- 
port the  University  in  many  areas  of  endeaver.

A  NATIVE  of  Athens,  Dr.  A.  Sumner  Price  pursued  the  three-

Uni\ersity  of  Louis\ille  Medical  School.  Ser\ing  as  an  instructor 
in  histology  and  embiyology  during  three  of  his  four  years  at  the 
latter  school,  he  received  his  M.  D.  degree  in  1924,  then  sei-ved 
his  interneship  at  the  Oklahoma  State  University  Hospital.  After 
more  than  a  year  as  a  general  practioner  in  Osage,  Oklahoma,  Dr.

Intellectually,  a  student  can  learn  game 
strategy,  receiving  a  greater  appreciation  of  sports  and  gain- 
ing the  ability  to  take  part  in  discussions. 

"All  of  these  blend  together  for  usage  now  and  in  later 
life,"  Mr.  Rhoads  contends. 

The  intramural  director  feels  that  the  OU  program 
provides  its  share  of  the  pyramid  philosophy  of  physical 
education.  He  explains  that  there  are  three  parts  to  this 
philosophy — physical  education  instruction,  intramurals  and 
intercollegiate  athletics. 

"The  base  of  the  pyramid,"  Mr.  Rhoads  interprets, 
"is  the  physical  education  instruction  class  where  credit  is 
earned  for  skill  and  knowledge  and  proper  attitudes  are 
developed.  The  intramural  program  is  the  middle  section 
of  the  pyramid.  This  is  where  students,  on  a  voluntaiy  basis, 
have  the  chance  to  express  themselves  in  a  physical  educa- 
tion sense,  using  those  skills  learned  through  instruction. 
Those  not  proficient  enough  to  participate  in  the  inter- 
collegiate phase  of  a  sport  can  play  intramural  ball  and  re- 
ceive great  value  from   it." 

The  peak  of  the  physical  education  pyramid  is,  of 
course,  intercollegiate  athletics,  in  which  the  superior  athletes 
compete. 

For  maximum  benefit,  the  intramural  program  at  Ohio

University  is  based  on  the  students'  needs.  "Eveiy  boy  and 
girl  on  campus  has  a  skill,  whether  it's  table  tennis  or  foot- 
ball," the  director  points  out. 

Based  on  the  percentage  of  students  participating,  the 
Ohio  University  intramural  program  ranks  near  the  top 
nationally. 

During  the  1957-58  school  year  there  were  5476  partici- 
pants on  583  different  teams  taking  part  in  18  team  and 
individual  sports.  This  means  that  each  boy  on  campus  aver- 
aged one  and  one  quarter  sports  during  the  year. 

Although  final  statistics  have  not  been  computed  for 
the  current  school  year,  Mr.  Rhoads  expects  another  pro- 
portinate  increase. 

In  the  fall  the  intramural  sports  spotlight  shifts  between 
touch  football,  soccer,  badminton,  tennis,  golf  and  swim- 
ming. When  winter  sets  in  the  program  is  moved  indoors 
for  basketball,  bowling,  handball,  wrestling,  indoor  track  and 
volleyball.  Spring  brings  a  return  to  the  wide  open  spaces 
for  Softball,  horseshoes,  tennis,  golf  and  outdoor  track. 

Field  days  in  touch  football,  basketball  and  Softball 
climax  the  appropriate  seasons,  and  the  all-campus  swim- 
ming relays  are  yearly  spring  events. 

At  the  completion  of  the  basketball  season  an  All- 
Sports  Week  annually  brings  vigorous  competition  in  team 
and  individual  winter  sports. 

Addition   of   New   Sports   Events 

An  exajnple  ot  the  intramural  program's  steady  growth 
is  the  addition  last  year  of  soccer,  indoor  track  and  the  soft- 
ball  field  day. 

Three  leagues,  fraternity,  independent  and  dormitory, 
are  set  up  for  the  competitive  sports.  Subordinate  divisions 
are  organized  imder  these  leagues  when  necessary.  League 
winners  participate  in  playoffs  to  detennine  an  all-campus 
champion. 

The  various  relays,  meets  and  field  days  are  organized 
on  the  Olympic  Festival  method,  taking  from  two  to  four 
hours  to  complete.  Swimming  requires  two  days  of  partici- 
pation. 

Leading  the  field  in  po]juIarity  is  intramural  basketball. 
During  the  1956-57  season  1110  men  played  on  111  teams. 
The  same  number  of  teams  participated  this  season. 

Through  the  combined  efforts  of  the  Women's  Recrea- 
tion Association  and  the  Men's  Intramural  Department, 
men  and  women  compete  together  in  some  activities.  These 
include  tennis,  volleyball  and  bowling. 

"Extras"  for  those  who  want  to  pmsue  certain  interests 
beyond  the  regular  offerings  arc  the  soccer  and  table  tennis 
clubs  sponsored  by  the  intramural.  Indications  are  that  more 
clubs  will  be  formed  in  the  future. 

As  an  additional  feature,  the  department  proxides  in- 
tramural sports  kits  for  student  groups  who  ])lan  picnics 
and  other  outings. 

One  unique  aspect  of  the  Ohio  University  intramural 
]3rogram  is  that  it  is  the  only  one  of  its  type  in  the  country 
which  has  student  directors.  Students  take  an  active  part 
in  the  vast  intramural  system  through  various  councils,  a 
student  staff  and  team  managers. 
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The  student  councils  represent  organized  groups  that 
participate  in  the  program.  They  exist  as  advisory  groups 
to  the  director  and  the  overall  council,  which  is  composed 
of  both  students  and  faculty  members. 

All  staff  members  axe  physical  education  majors  or 
minors  since  it  is  believed  they  can  benefit  most  by  the 
experience.  They  assist  the  director  in  his  duties  and  are 
advanced  in  status  each  year  on  the  basis  of  merit. 

Each  team  manager  is  responsible  for  his  particular 
team,  making  certain  that  it  meets  entrance  and  eligibility 
requirements,  understands  rules  of  the  program,  and  ap- 
pears on  time  for  games. 

All  officiating  of  intramural  contests  is  handled  by  stu- 
dents who  are  members  of  a  class  taught  by  Mr.  Rhoads. 

Brandon  T.  Grover,  now  assistant  to  President  John  C. 
Baker,  inaugurated  the  intramural  program  at  Ohio  Uni- 
versity in  1923.  Mr.  Rhoads  took  full  charge  in  1946. 

About  the  future,  Mr.  Rhoads  wonders  "Where  do  we 
go  from  here?"  With  the  increasing  participation  comes  an 
accompanying  increase  in  the  problem  of  scheduling  and 
finding  adequate  facilities. 

The  director  has  a  particularly  difficult  problem  in 
scheduling  the  tremendous  number  of  basketball  and  volley- 
ball games  in  Men's  Gym.  "For  each  weekly  night  we  have 
to  schedule  12  basketball  games.  We  even  have  to  use 
Sunday  afternoons.  It  works,  but  it  could  be  better." 

A   Look   to  the   Future 

In  a  couple  of  years  the  situation  will  be  much  "better". 
A  new  gymnasium  will  be  located  west  of  the  ice  rink  on  the 
site  of  the  present  baseball  diamond. 

According  to  completed  plans  for  the  new  building,  the

floor  will  accomodate  six  basketball  or  volleyball  games  at 
one  time,  compared  to  three  in  the  old  gym.  The  new 
building  also  will  have  facilities  for  handball  and  squash. 

At  the  present  time,  outdoor  sports  are  played  at  two 
locations,  the  intramural  fields  near  the  university  football 
stadium  and  the  lower  campus  field  north  of  the  East  Green 
area. 

Mr.  Rhoads  believes  that  eventually  all  outside  intra- 
mural activities  will  be  held  at  the  lower  campus  field.  Be- 
fore this  is  possible,  however,  an  immense  amount  of  work 
must  be  done  to  further  develop  the  playing  area  there. 

"This  would  mean  smaller  football  fields,  but  we  have 
found  that  this  does  cut  down  the  number  of  injuries,"  he 
says.  "Intramural  players  are  not  as  conditioned  as  varsity 
members  and  many  injiuies  occm-  because  of  plain  fatigue. 
On  the  smaller  fields  the  boys  don't  have  the  opportunity 
to  get  up  as  much  steam." 

A  member  of  several  national  intramural  committees, 
including  the  one  that  formulates  the  overall  rules,  Mr. 
Rhoads  is  stepping  out  of  the  picture  July  1  to  accept  a 
temporally  teaching  assignment  in  Nigeria.  As  one  of  a  team 
of  ten  faculty  members,  he  will  serve  at  a  teacher  training 
institute  there,  returning  to  his  OU  duties  in  1960. 

Meanwhile,  his  intramural  duties  are  being  taken  over 
by  another  member  of  the  physical  education  department, 
who  will  be  assisted  by  three  graduate  students. 

With  the  new  gymnasium  off  the  drawing  boards,  and 
with  plans  being  made  for  increased  outdoor  facilities,  the 
continued  growth  of  the  intramural  program  at  Ohio  Uni- 
versity appears  to  be  a  certainty. 
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ALL  THE  CAMPUS  becomes  a  stage  and 
most  of  the  students  players  when  the  J- 
Prom  curtain  goes  up  each  spring.  With  specta- 
tors crowding  each  of  17  outdoor  theater  sites, 
the  1958  festival  opened  May  1,  when  sorority 
and  girls'  doiToitory  groups  presented  a  proces- 
sion of  colorful  skits.  Next  evening  the  men 
took  over,  rotating  around  the  theater  circuit, 
proclaiming  the  merits  of  king  candidates  in 
brief  but  \igorous  musical  comedies. 

For  a  dramatic  finale,  student  troupes 
joined  forces  in  a  Saturday  morning  J-Prom 
parade  through  the  campus.  Then  players  and 
spectators  turned  to  the  more  relaxed  atmo- 
sphere of  the  dance,  with  the  orchestras  of 
Sammy  Kaye  and  Les  and  Lany  Elgart  provid- 
ing music. 

After  coiuiting  ballots  10  times,  J-Prom 
committee  members  declared  the  race  for  king 
a  tie  between  Phi  Delt  Ron  Fenik  and  Phi  Kap 
Pat  Coschignano.  For  queen  the  students  had 
chosen  Maiy  Helen  Hoops  of  Alpha  Xi  Delta. 

Other  first  place  prizes  were  won  by  Phi 
Kappa  Tau  for  its  float ;  Alpha  Xi  Delta  for 
its  parade  perfonnance ;  Chi  Omega  and  Beta 
Theta  Pi  for  outstanding  skits.

Two  Faculty  Members  Retire 

Two  familiar  faces  will  be  missing 
from  the  Ohio  Uni\ersity  scene  when 
classes  convene  in  October.  After  long 
tenures  of  senices.  Associate  Professors 
Hazel  Willis  of  the  College  of  Fine 
Arts  and  O.  E.  McClure  of  the  College 
of  Applied  Science  are  retiring  at  the 
end  of  this  month. 

The  name  of  O.  E.  McClure  first 
appeared  on  Ohio  Uni\ersity  records 
53  years  ago  when  he  enrolled  in  the 
Univereity  Preparatoiy  School.  Pro- 
fessor McClure  describes  the  Prepara- 
tory School  as  equiv'alent  in  piu-pose  to 
a  high  school.  He  finished  the  school 
in  1908,  and  that  same  year  also  got  his 
diploma  in  electrical  engineering  from 
the  University. 

After  working  in  industry  for  a  time, 
he  entered  the  public  school  system  of 
Adams  County,  Ohio,  where  he  held 
the  successive  positions  of  high  school 
principal,  deputy  county  superinten- 
dent and  head  of  the  county  normal 
school  for  the  training  of  teachers. 

He  completed  requirements  for  a 
B.  S.  degree  in  education  in  1916  after 
several  summers  of  study  at  OU.  In 
1927  he  received  the  M.  A.  degree  from 
Ohio  State  University. 

Joining  the  faculty  of  Ohio  Univer- 
sity in  1918,  as  assistant  professor  of 
electrical  engineering  and  physics,  he 
became  chairman  of  the  physics  depart- 
ment in  1937  and  remained  in  that 
position  for  several  years.  He  has  held 
the  rank  of  associate  professor  since 
1929. 

During  World  War  II  Professor 
McClure  was  in  charge  of  physics 
courses  for  the  Student  Army  Training 
program  at  the  Univereity. 

He  is  a  fellow  in  the  .American  Physi- 
cal Society,  a  fellow  in  the  American 
Association  for  tlie  Advancement  of 
Science,  and  a  member  and  past  state 
president  of  the  Isaac  Walton  League. 
An  avid  consen'ationist,  he  has  publish- 
ed several  articles  and  lectured  on  the 
subject. 

Professor  Willis  came  to  Ohio  Uni- 
versity in  1928  after  teaching  art  at 
Skidmore  College  in  Saratoga,  New 
York,  and  South  Dakota  State  College. 
A  native  of  Minneapolis,  she  attended 
the  Minneapolis  School  of  Art  and  the 
L'ni\ersity  of  Minnesota  before  getting 
her  B.S.  and  M.A.  degrees  from  the 
Columbia  University  Teachers  College. 

In  addition  to  her  teaching,  Miss 
Willis,  who  is  an  associate  professor  ot 
design,  has  distinguished  herself  in  the 
fields  of  writing  and  cover  design.  Her

articles  and  covers  have  appeared  re- 
gularly in  several  professional  journals. 
She  also  has  won  prizes  for  her  art  and 
has  contributed  to  art  books. 


Second   Book   Published

OHIO  UNIVERSITY'S  spring  sports  teams  have  just 
finished  one  of  the  finest  seasons  in  several  years. 

One  first  place  (golf),  two  seconds  (baseball  and  track) 
and  a  tie  for  fourth  (tennis)  were  the  finishes  in  the  re- 
spective   Mid-American    Conference    races. 

Making  the  feats  even  more  satisfying  is  the  fact  that 
only  two  seniors  grace  the  roster  of  the  three  squads  which 
competed  in  the  conference  meet  at  Kalamazoo,  Mich. 

The  golf  team,  with  an  all-sophomore  lineup,  won  the 
school's  seventh  conference  title  in  the  last  eight  years. 

The  track  team,  with  two  seniors,  finished  second, 
highest  an  OU  track  team  has  ever  finished  in  the  confer- 
ence. And  the  tennis  scjuad,  with  no  seniors,  tied  for 
fourth. 

The  baseball  stjuad,  whose  conference  standing  is  de- 
cided during  the  season's  play,  has  nine  seniors. 

GOLF 

ONE  OF  THE  finest  seasons  in  the  annals  of  Ohio  Uni- 
versity golf  has  been  completed,  excepting  for  the 
team's  visit  to  the  NCAA  tournament  at  Williamstown, 
Mass.,  June  22-28. 

Winning  of  the  Mid-American  Conference  Tourna- 
ment at  Kalamazoo,  Mich.,  gave  the  team  its  third  tourna- 
ment win  of  the  year.     In  between  they  compiled  a  total  of

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12  dual  wins  and  five  losses. 

Biggest  feat  accomplished  by  Kermit  Blosser's  all  soph- 
omore crew  was  winning  of  the  Ohio  Intercollegiate  cham- 
pionship held  at  Columbus,  Ohio.  A  total  of  1 7  Ohio  col- 
leges entered  the  36-hole  competition  with  Ohio  State  the 
defending  champion.  In  fact,  the  Buckeyes  had  won  the 
event  the  past  five  years  and  eveiy  year  but  one  since  it 
was  begun  back  in  1946.  Xavier  broke  the  first  string  of 
OSU  victories  in  1952. 

Participating  in  the  tournament  for  Ohio  U.  this  year 
were  five  players.  Sophomores  were  Bill  Santor,  Yoimgs- 
town;  Charles  Vandlik,  Mansfield:  Larry  Snyder,  Athens, 
and  Bill  Turner,  Fairbom.  C'anuen  Lorubbio,  Youngs- 
town  junior,  was  the  fifth  man.  This  was  one  of  two 
teams  OU  had  entered  in  the  competition. 

Each  school  entered  five  men,  with  only  the  four  high- 
est scores  counting.  For  the  championship  OU  "A"  squad, 
Santor  scored  152  which  earned  him  tournament  medalist 
honors;  Snyder  had  159,  Vandlik  159  and  Turner  168. 
Lorubbio's  169  fell  just  short  of  gaining  him  a  place  on  the 
championship  squad.  OU  totaled  638  strokes,  to  best 
OSU's  "A"  team  by  one. 

OU's  "B"  scjuad  finished  in  a  tie  foi'  fifth  with  Yoimgs- 
town,  both  teams  compiling  667  strokes.  Rutkoskie,  Bryant 
and  Gore  had  168s  and  Reichly  a  163  while  Terlesky's  180 
kept  him  out  of  the  final  four  high  scores. 

Scoring  for  the  Bobcats  in  the  conference  meet  were 
Santor  (139),  Snyder  (146),  Vandlik  (147)  and  Gore 
(150).  Santor  missed  medalist  honors  in  this  one,  however. 
by  three  strokes.  OU's  final  team  .score  of  582  was  nine 
points  better  than  rimner  up  Western  Michigan's  591. 
Other  conference  team  scores  were  Marshall  595  with  med- 
alist Linden  Meade  scoring  136,  Bowling  Green  596,  Miami 
605,  Kent  State  632  and  Toledo  680. 

Other  Bobcat  tournament  win  was  on  the  Southern 
trip  at  the  start  of  the  season  when  OL'  bested  five  other 
schools  in  the  Greenbrier  Invitational  at  White  Sulphur 
Springs,  W.  Va.,  over  the  Easter  weekend. 

Golf  Coach  Kermit  Blosser  and  OU  fans  can  look  for- 
ward to  even  better  perfomiances  in  the  next  two  years  as 
only  one  senior  will  be  on  the  team  next  season. 

TRACK 

ANOTHER  TEAM  which  had  the  fans  buzzing  follow- 
ing the  conference  meet  was  the  ti'ack  scjiiad  of  young 
coach,  Stan  Himtsman. 

Only  two  seasons  after  taking  over  the  reins,  this  26- 
year-old  graduate  of  Wabash  College  in  Indiana  who  has 
his  masters  from  Ohio  U.,  has  brought  OU  to  a  point  to  be 
reckoned  with  in  track.  Last  season,  his  first  at  the  helm, 
he  moved  the  Bobcats  up  one  notch  to  third  and  this  year 
the  team  finished  second,  behind  champion  Western  Mich- 
igan. 

This  year's  meet  marked  the  first  time  since  1948  that 
Miami  did  not  win  the  track  championship.  The  boys 
from  Oxford  finished  third  this  year. 

Team  scores  in  this  one  were  Western  Michigiaii  79, 
Ohio  U.  56/2.  Miami  51 /a,  Bowling  Green  47,  Kent  State 
13.  Marshall  8  and  Toledo  0. 
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OU  copped  lour  lirst.  places  to  Western's  seven,  Bowl- 
ing Green's  three  and  Miami's  one. 

Among  Bobcat  winners  were  the  880-yard  relay  team 
of  Hal  Buchert,  Piketon;  Aljah  Butcher,  Cleveland;  Bob 
Christian,  Frankfort,  and  Les  Carney,  Wintersville.  Buch- 
ert and  Butcher,  co-captains,  were  the  squad's  only  senior's. 
This  team  tied  the  conference  record  set  a  year  ago  by  OU 
of  1:27.8.  Other  OU  first  places  went  to  Butcher  with  a 
time  of  :  49.5  in  the  440  yard  dash,  Les  Carney  witli  a  new 
record  of  :20.7  in  the  220-yard  dash  and  the  mile  relay 
team  of  the  same  personnel  as  the  880  team  with  a  time  of 
3:21.1. 

Carney  bested  Western's  Olympic  star  Ira  Murchison 
in  the  220  and  finished  only  one-tenth  of  a  second  behind 
the  Bronco  speedster  who  ran  the  100  in  9.5. 

One  of  the  outstanding  perfomiances  by  an  OU  ath- 
lete in  the  entire  three-sport  conference  carnival  was  that 
of  Paul  Gates,  a  sophomore  from  Middletown,  Ohio. 

After  being  eliminated  in  the  first  round  of  the  tennis 
tournament  he  donned  track  spikes  the  next  day  and  finish- 
ed second  in  the  high  jump.  His  leap  of  six  feet,  two  inches 
established  a  new  Ohio  University  school  record. 

OU  finished  with  a  6-2  dual  meet  record  in  track,  the 
two  losses  being  to  Western  Michigan  and  Miami. 

TENNIS 

COACH  BOB  BAR  TELS'  tennis  crew  also  proved  they 
will  be  hard  to  deal  with  in  the  next  two  years.  With- 
out a  senior  on  the  squad  they  tied  Bowling  Green  for 
fourth  with  a  total  of  three  points. 

Western  Michigan  s\\ept  the  tennis  toimiament  with 
1 7  points  while  second-place  Toledo  could  manage  only  six 
points.  Miami  had  fi\e  followed  by  BG  and  OU  and  Kent 
.State's  two  and  Marshall  none. 

The  OU  team  started  the  season  with  a  complete  re- 
building effort,  only  Peter  Knight  and  Bill  Bowlus,  who 
participated  in  fifth  and  sixth  spots  last  year,  returning. 
Both  are  juniors  this  season.  Knight  is  from  Mansfield. 
Bowlus  from  Fremont. 

Others  who  saw  most  of  the  action  during  the  team's 
2-6  dual  meet  season  (in  which  only  wins  were  against 
Marshall)    were: 

Paul  Gates,  Middletown,  sophomore;  Hal  Grimm,  Lima 
junior:  Frank  Hartmann,  Massillon  junior:  Rick  Jantz. 
Lakewood  sophomore. 

BASEBALL 

HARD  LUC;K  aggregation  of  all  the  spring  sports  out- 
fits was  Coach  Bob  Wren's  baseball  team.     The  Bob- 


cats finished  second  to  Western  Michigan  for  the  second 
straight  year.  But  this  season,  OU  was  unable  to  play  the 
league  leaders.  An  early  season  two-game  series,  scheduled 
at  Athens,  was  rained  out.  Western  went  on  to  compile  a 
10-0  conference  record  while  OL'  was  running  up  an  8-1 
mark. 

OU  finished  with  a  commendable  overall  record  of 
17-4.  The  nine  seniors  on  the  team  thus  compiled  an  en- 
viable record  in  their  three-year  varsity  careers.  Ohio  Uni- 
versity baseball  teams  the  past  three  seasons  have  won  57 
games  and  lost  only  16  for  a  percentage  of  .781. 

Two  Bobcats  were  named  to  the  NCAA  All  District 
Four  teams  at  the  conclusion  of  the  season.  Lamar  Ja- 
cobs, junior  outfielder  from  Youngstown,  was  named  to  the 
first  team  on  the  basis  of  his  .467  batting  average.  This 
also  made  him  eligible  for  consideration  for  the  All-Ameri- 
can  team,  to  be  named  late  in  June. 

Captain  Frank  Caruso,  senior  shortstop,  was  selected 
to  the  third  team.     He  is  from  Cleveland. 

Jacobs  won  the  team  batting  title,  collecting  42  hits  in 
90  times  at  bat.  He  also  was  runs-batted-in  leader  with  23 
and  led  stolen  base  department  with  11.  He  compiled  a 
perfect  record  in  the  field,  handling  56  chances  flawlessly, 
including  seven  assists. 

The  Bobcats  hit  .299  as  a  team  and  socked  19  home 
rims. 

Caruso  finished  the  season  with  a  respectable  .390  bat- 
ting average  while  John  Kresse,  Bedford  outfielder,  had  a 
.353  mark  at  the  finish.  Five  other  Bobcats  hit  .280  or 
better.  These  were  Infielders  Charles  Stobart  (.296),  Bob 
Maver  (.296),  Jim  Bowen  (.289).  Al  Walton  (.286),  and 
Catcher  Bany  Gottlieb   (.280). 

Top  pitching  perfomiances  were  by  Duane  Baker  (3-0 
and  0.5  earned  run  average),  Mickey  Lhban  (7-2  and  2.4 
ERA)  and  Bob  Russell  (^6-2  and  2.8  ERA).

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WAR     BETWEEN     THE     STATES 

ECHOES  OF  the  Civil  War  resounded  tlirough  Ohio  University's 
new  indoor  practice  building  on  May  9  as  Northern  and  South- 
ern troops  met  in  mock  battle.  The  30-minute  drill  competition  be- 
tween the  Yankees  of  Ohio  State  University  and  the  Rebels  of  the 
Uni\-ersity  of  Kentucky  was  one  of  se\'eral  features  in  a  weekend  First 
Regimental  Drill  Meet  on  the  OU  campus. 

Drill  teams  from  14  schools  in  three  states  took  part  in  the  an- 
nual event,  stepping  off  in  drill  competition  on  Friday  afternoon  and 
proceeding  through  a  varied  schedule  until  Saturday  night. 

Canying  Ml  rifles,  platoons  of  three  squads  each  began  the 
ROTC  competition  for  se\eral  attractive  trophies.  Next  came  the 
exhibition  platoons  made  up  of  the  12  top  precision  marching  cadets 
from  units  of  the  schools.  Squad  drills  and  individual  drills  com- 
pleted the  agenda  of  specialized  events,  then  gave  way  to  informality, 
as  competitors  became  comrades  in  a  whirl  of  social  activity. 

Some  300  Pershing  Rifle  cadets  moved  from  the  battlefield  to  the 
bancjuet  hall,  then  to  the  ballroom  of  the  University  Center  where 
Ohio  University  coeds  joined  them  in  dancing  to  the  music  of  the  Del 
Hopkins  Quintet. 

A  special  guest  of  the  group  was  Coed  Edith  Anna  Pershing, 
distant  relative  of  the  late  Gen.  John  J.  Pershing  for  whom  the  ROTC 
honor  organization  is  nniaed.  Named  an  honoraiy  second  lieutenant 
for  the  meet,  Miss  Pershing  attended  the  drill  competition  and  ban- 
quet along  with  Honorary  Captain  Barbara  Davenport  and  Honorary 
First  Lieutenant  Suzie  Skinner,  coed  sponsors  of  the  regimental  event. 

Featured  speaker  at  the  closing  banquet  was  Deputy  Commander 
Colonel  Theodore  R.  Kimpton,  assistant  to  the  commanding  general 
of  the  20th  U.  S.  Army  Corps. 

Cadet  Major  Richard  A.  Clark,  an  Ohio  University  senior  from 
Lakewood,  coordinated  his  staff  of  ROTC  students  in  accommodating 
the  600  visiting  students  taking  part  in  the  program.  Cadets  from 
other  canipuses  were  housed  in  East  Green  dormitories.  Men's  Gym- 
nasium and  a  room  at  the  football  stadium. 

In  the  mock  Civil  War  drill  Ohio  State  cadets  wore  the  Northern 
blue  and  Kentucky  cadets  the  Southern  grey  as  each  team  used 
marching  styles  of  that  period  in  a  drill  down. 

Although  the  Rebels  lost  out  to  their  Yankee  enemies,  Kentucky 
walked  off  with  top  honors  in  the  overall  competition,  being  judged 
best  in  both  squad  and  platoon  drills.  Exhibition  drill  was  won  by 
John  Carroll  University's  team  on  the  basis  of  its  exacting  rifle  exer- 
cise.
